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DETAILED ACTION 

I. Action Summary 

Receipt of the remarks and amendments filed on 07/06/2009 is acknowledged. 
Claims 1, 2, 5-8, 11 and 16 are currently pending. Claims 1, 2, 5-8, 11 and 16 are now 
in condition for allowance. 

II. Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The amendments to the claims filed on 07/06/2009 have overcome all rejections 
sent in the Office Action of 04/27/2009; therefore, the rejections are hereby withdrawn. 

The closest prior art was WO 2004/043951 , which was cited in the first Office 
action. Applicants have amended the claims to limit R2 to cyano. The closest prior art 
discloses R2 is heterocycle, therefore, does not read on the amended claims, neither 
makes them obvious. The products as described in the instantly claimed invention are 
not obvious and are not anticipated by prior art. Therefore, claims 1, 2, 5-8, 11 and 16 
are allowable .
